their convicted clients, but John D. 
Rockefeller, apparently suffering no 
inconvenience, listened and watched 
Judge Landis closely, leaning forward 
the better to hear as the judge pro: 
nonnced his sentence on a prisoner

Wild Uproar Ru.'cs Outside. 


Immediately after the entrance of 


Mr. Rockefeller , to the 
court room 


pandemonium broke loose in the hall- 
way. 
The crowd pushed at the po- 


licemen and the policemen, gasping 
and perspiring, shoved back in <les- 
perate fashion. From struggling with 
the police two members of the crowd 
soon turned on each other and a few 
spontaneous 
punching matches en- 


livened the already 
strenuous pro- 


ceedings in the hall. So serious did 
the situation -become 
that.

States Marshal Hoy was compelled to 
telephone to police headquarters for 
additional help. The parallel for such 
a situation 
was never

He Is ad- 
vancing arguments which I advanced 
a few years ago and at that time they 
were regarded as vagaries." 


Mr. Bryan then drew a picture, a 


cartoon—mentally, of course. He and 
President Roosevelt were pictured as 
birds with the presidential bird on the 
nest. One feather of the Bryan bird 
was labelled "tariff 
reform."

speaker said that this cartoon had ap- 
peared recently and he took it as his 
text. 


Hints Nomination. 


"When one hen produces an egg and 


another hatches the chick," said the 
speaker, "it is a question which is the 
mother of the chicken.

the eggs which President Roosevelt 
is hatching. 


"But, no matter," continued the ora- 


tor, and his face took on a look o£ 
determination, "no matter who pro- 
duced the eggs or who hatched the 
chicks, I am going to help rear the 
chicks."

thusiasm when the speaker had fin- 
ished with his little simile, and those 
in the audience leaned forward in.

Council Committee Unable 


to Finish, Will Hold An-

test o£ the OIus Construction com- 
pany against, the McBride contract 
for the distributing system will 
be 


considered. This raeans that the con- 
tracts cannot be taken up 
by the 


council at its meeting Tuesday even- 
ing. 


What effect, if any, the develop- 


ments of last evening had upon the 
minds of the council committee can 
only be conjectured. At any rate, the 
committee gave everybody the widest 
latitude in the discussion in the at- 
tempt to get both sides of the con- 
tention. In addition to the members 
of Chairman Bayer's committee there 
were 
present 
Councilmen 
Schwier, 


Cook, Langard, Harrison and Kinder 
and members of the board of public 
works. 
The 
committee 
includes 


Councilmen Bayer, Wyss, Henry, En- 
slen and Johnson. 


Board Members Hit Back. 


Several times during the evening 


statements made by representatives 
of the contracting firm brought Chair- 
man Lennon, of the board of works, 
to his feet in repl." and the situation 
was handled without gloves. 
Mr. 


Brosius, of the board of works, also 
figured prominently in defense of the 
board's action. 
It is declared that 


one of the boiler salesmen was before 
the board attacking the 
particular 


make of boiler which he is now con- 
demning the board for not accepting, 
and another salesman was informed 
that his tactics in camping on the 
trail of the board members and at- 
tempting to drag them off into a cor- 
ner, led them to the conclusion that 
they did not care to do business with 
him. 
The board declared that after 


the awards had been made the unsuc- 
cessful chimney and boiler bidders 
left the city satisfied,

amazed to see them turn up at this 
time with a protest.

brick stack was taken up, Mr. Whip- 
pie, representing the "Weber Concrete 
Chimney 
company, said

Ford had recommended the concrete 
chimney and he could not understand 
why the hoard had disregarded the 
recommendation. He made a lengthy 
speech defending the concrete work, 
and stated his company had offered 
to give an additional guaranty bond 
after the bids were opened, but the 
proposiiiort was not accepted. 


Thinks Brick Stack Best, 


Chairman Lennon declared the bid 


of the Custodis company had been ac- 
cepted because in the opinion of the 
board the brick chimney was infi- 
nitely to be preferred as more sub- 
stantial than the concrete work, and 
that in the end the best would prove 
the cheapest. 
Stacks already built 


in Fort Wayne by the Custodis com-

Started More Fireworks. 


Consideration of the boiler awards 


started more fireworks. Speaking for 
the Standard Boiler company, S. K. 
Gregg protested against the contract 
with the P. K. Engineering company, 
of St. Louis. He contended that, the 
boilers of the P. K. company did not 
in any manner comply with the speci- 
fications, nnd Mr. Reeves, of the Ri- 
cnrd Boiler company, of Toledo, talk- 
ed along the same line. 


Mr. Gregg was especially vehement 


in his attitude and there were repeat- 
ed 
clashes 
with members of 
the 


board. Mr. Gregg contended that the 
Toledo company should have been 
civen the work. Mr. Lennon said he 
had at. first favored the Toledo boiler, 
but that he had been told that, cer- 
tain patents were in dispute and that 
the company was unwilling to mako a 
guarantee that, was satisfactory to the 
board. 
He believed the 
hoard had 


used the best possible judgment in 
selecting the Bronson boiler supplied 
by the P. K. company, and said that 
the company had offered a personal 
bond signed by some of the henviest 
taxpayers in 
Fort 
Wayne 
for its 


goods. 


The session throughout was a heat- 


ed one, and the action of the com- 
mittee cannot be forecasted. It is ex- 
pected that the committee will take 
sufficient time to go thoroughly into 
the situation and give everybody who 
has any complaint to offer a chance 
to be heard before it reports back to 
the council.

TELEGRAPHERS NEEDED. 


Every Railroad in Country Cries Out 


for Men. 


Chicago, July G.—Several thousand 


young men who are willing to prepare 
themselves can have an opportunity 
during the next few months of enter- 
Ing the railway service in a branch 
•which has produced the greatest num- 
ber o£ higher officials. 


The railroads of the country are face 


to face with the task of securing at 
least 6,000 telegraph operators, and 
possibly double that number during 
the next nine 
months. This 
great 


army of new telegraphers is necessi- 
tated by the new law which limits 
the hours o£ labor in this branch of 
the railway service. 


There is not a railway management 


in the United States that knows where 
or how they are going to get the large 
additional force needed. The fact is 
that they are not la the country and 
the problem is to create a supply. 
Some of the roads, for example the 
Brie 
have 
established a telegraph 


school where instruction is given free 
with the assurance that upon gradua- 
tion the student will receive a job. It 
Is costing the Brie $T,500 a year, to 
maintain the school, and it is stated 
that even this device is not likely to 
enable that road to secure the added 
number of operators which will be 
needed by the time the law goes into 
effect. It is said that most young men 
are confronted with the necessity of 
going to work when they leave school, 
and therefore have not tim^ to enter a 
telegraphic school, even though it he 
free of cost. The Brie is also teaching 
Its students every kind of work that 
Is done around small railway stations, 
including block signaling. 


The idea is to have a student ready 


to take charge of a station when he 
graduates. One of the largest western 
roads, which will need 300 additional 
operators, hts just .finished an investi- 
gation of the Eric's school, but the su-

John the Divine and Bish- 
op -Potter, the Rev. Dr. James B. Was- 
son, assistant rector of St. .Thomas' 
church, has been named as official 
chaplain of the hotels and minister at 
large to all strangers in New York 
city.

sive field. 


So far as is known, this is the first 


time in the history of the Christian 
religion that any denomination has 
ever officially delegated a clergyman 
to similar duties and Bishop Potter is 
much interested 
in the innovation. 


For several 
years the Rev. Henry 


Marsh Warren has been styled hotel 
chaplain, hut he was not working un- 
der the direction or authority of any 
particular church. 


While Dr. Wasson is amenable to 


the laws of the Protsstant Episcopal 
church and will retain his place as as- 
sistant rector of St. Thomas' he said 
yesterday he will make no distinction 
between creeds, hut will minister un- 
to persons of any and all denomina- 
tions wherever he is called. 


"This work," said Dr. Wasson, "is 


somewhat experimental, but Bishop 
Potter feels it is a field in which a 
man of experience may do a great 
daal of good, and it is not unlikely 
that in the future three or four clergy- 
men may be occupied in the same 
•work. I shall begin at once by issu- 
ing a circular letter to the proprietors 
of all the hotels and to all clergymen 
outlining my plans and notifying 
them that I am ready to respond to 
calls. It i^s somewhat difficult to say 
specifically just what my work will 
be, but I may say in a general way 
that I shall hold myself in readiness 
at all times to act as pastor to strang- 
ers in New York. I may hold occa- 
sional services In some of the hotels, 
but that has not yet been fully decid- 
ed upon. 


"I shall be willing "to 
officiate'at 


weddings wherever the circumstances 
ara such as would justify a clergy- 
man in acting. I am not a sensation- 
alist and shall try to keep out of 'Ten- 
derloin stories' as much aa possible,, 
because I do not believe it is neces- 
sary for a clergyman to identify him- 
self with these things if he is really 
in earnest to do good. . 


"There are always persons. In the 


big hotels who are ill and -in trouble, 
who would call in their pastor if they 
were at home, and this work will be 
among my. duties. It is possible • also 
that a-mortuary chapel may ha built 
as a result of this movement later on. 
Now the law requires that the body of 
a person dying in a hotel must he re- 
moved at once, and ordinarily there 
is no place for these bodies except in 
an undertaking establishment Fre- 
quently we have been asked in such 
cases to allow bodies to be placed in 
the 
tower room 
of St. Thomas' 


church, and these requests are often 
granted, so you may see hovr great a 
need there is of a mortuary chapel 
hera." 


Dr. Wasson 
has 
had charges In 


Troy, N. Y., North Adams, Mass., Mil- 
burn, N. J.; has been an extensive 
traveler and has devoted much time 
to literary and editorial work on the 
New York Tribune.

Hotbed of Sensations. 


Considering its small size and its 


lack of opportunity for communica- 
tions, there is probably no community 
in the world that gives rise to so 
many sensational rumors as the Cen- 
tral American colony in Mexico City. 
With mails only once or twice a 
month, and at that subject to gov- 
ernment supervision, and with the 
cables overlooked by authorities who 
do not even communicate frequently 
with their 
foreign 
representatives, 


there are fresh serrations every day. 
which are promptly denied here, but 
which thrill the public for a moment. 


Following a long series of simitar 


sensations came a publication that 
"Estrada C." was "nigh unto death." 
as blood poisoning had resulted from 
an ulcerated tooth.

' est had Lima in killing either Gen- 
eral Barillas or General Toledo?" 


Apostle of Confederation. 


Both these men were apostles of a 


Central American confederation. Ba- 
rillas, as a true patriot, thought, lived 
and worked for the Interest of his 
country and was a sworn enemy of 
the administration of Estrada Paima. 
It is, therefore, quite natural to sup- 
pose that the, Guatemalan government 
should have conceived the idea of 
destroying so powerful

enemy. 


General Lima does not hold his official 
position in Guatemala for the purpose 
of ordering the assassination of the 
enemies of the government.

ter of a million dollars.

Brussels. July 6.—Carlos Wadfiing-

year, was acquitted yesterday, his de- 
fense being the "unwritten law." 


Balaieceda, who was secretary 
or 


the Chilean legation at Brussels, was 
engaged to be mnrried to Mips Wad- 
dicgcon, a sister of Carlos, who also 
was connected with the legation, ami 
who is a son of Luis Waddlngton, a 
prominent man of Brussals. At the 
time of the killing Carlos v;as only 16 
years of age. The. tragedy occurred 
during the evening when the formal 
engagement dinner was to have bec-n 
given. 


A few days before Balmeceda re- 


quested the Waddingtons to postpone 
the wedding ceremony 
and 
on the 


morning of Feb. 24 he called on Mrs. 
Waddlngton and announced his deci- 
sion not to marry the girl. It is said 
he admitted having behaved improper- 
ly toward Miss "Waddingion, but ac- 
cused her of having been guilty of mis- 
conduct before he met her. 


Mother Prostrated: Son Slays. 


Later, when youns Carlos found his 


mother prostrated in consequence of 
what Balmeceda had said, he drove to 
Balmeceda's residence and, after a 
quarrel, shot and killed him. 


The Balmeceda side of the case was 


that th*> Waddingtons had 
tried to 


force the marriage upon him, and that 
on his refusal they had accomplished 
his death. 


It is doubted whether a trial in any 


court ever produced a stronger display 
of emotion than that which ended yes- 
terday. 


Crowds that thronged 
the 
court 


daily strengthened their championship 
of the accused by unrolling evidence 
of his victim's depravity. 
Men ami 


women alike took a passionate inter- 
est in the tragic story, which they lis- 
tened to with tears, and they prayed 
earnestly for the prisoner's acquittal. 
His offense in their eyes was not only 
no crime, nor merely just retribution, 
nut an net of positive virtue, and their 
joy at the verdict was commensurate 
with those feelings. 


Thousands Await Verdict. 


About 2,000 persons packed the court 


yesterday to await the result. Fully 
as many more were wedged in the cor- 
ridors and lobbies hoping to gain ad- 
mission. 


The concluding speeches of counsel 


were listened to with tense interest. 
The prosecuting 
advocates declared 


I he defense 
had 
woven a romance 


around the story, and warned the jury 
that their emotions were being ap- 
pealed to against their oaths to do 
justice. One of the counsel said that 
if such murders were pardoned, social 
anarchy would result. 


The public prosecutor pleaded that 


nobody in Belgium was justified in 
taking the law into his own hands, but 
admitted that the circumstances in the 
present case might justify mitigation 
of the punishment, and demanded fire 
years' penal servitude.

I HE church, ot Oar Lady Star of the Sea. 


was as old as the liule village of French 
fishermen, Gallilee, which knelt rever- 
ently around It among the sand duues 
of the Jersey coast.

The teachers say they 
do not want them to attend, for their 
presence always starts trouble.

The boys are growing up without 
Christian training, and when they are 
21 their vote will count as much as a 
minister's. 


Physicians assert that in 
many 


towns more than one-half of the wom- 
en to-day are incapable of nursing 
their children. This incapacity is on 
the increase and has been found to 
be hereditary. Their milk has to be 
supplemented with cow's milk. 
It 


has been found that human milk, to 
meet special reauirements of the hu- 
man infant, is poorest in albumen 
and richest in lactic acid. 
The lat- 


ter component is the principle ele- 
mont used in building up the brain. 
Now, 
the milk of the cow is com- 


posed of ingredients in percentages 
that meet the need of the calf, and 
therefore cannot be considered proper 
substitutes for human milk for the 
infant. 
Over 100 eminent medical 


men have been engaged in scientific 
research to 'ascertain the reason for 
the failure of so many mothers to 
nurse their children. Sixteen hundred 
families were taken for object studies 
to investigate along this line. The 
failure 'in 7S out of a hundred was 
found to be due to alcoholism. Only 
a small percentage of the daughters 
of drinking fathers were found to be 
able to nurse their children. 
If a 


child is not well fed, especially in In- 
fancy, it is in danger of becoming a 
lifelong victim of mental inaptitude. 
It will scarcely attain the success that 
it might have enjoyed had all of the 
conditions been favorable.

as mothers, wives, sisters and daugh- 
ters, do all we can to take down the 
Stars and Stripes from the licensed 
saloon and wrap it around. the pre- 
cious children.

The second qualification is courage.

tions the ease with which some people 
run away from all difficulties, and tells 
the story of a soldier in the civil war 
who,

The United 
States, 
therefore, 


unique among all the nations of the 
vorld on account of its beginnings. 
This great step of the colonies toward 
'reedom marked an era in human ad- 
vancement; and •with, all the mistakes, 
:he selfishness and the sins of the 
time which has followed, this republic 
still retains at Its heart that idea of 
the Pilgrim Fathers. The first great 
step in freedom has not been re- 
traced. It was providential, and prov- 
.dential things do not go backward. 


Political Freedom. 


II. The second great step toward 


freedom in the development of this 
country was marked by a period of 
revolutionary conflict. It was not the 
amount of taxes imposed 
on this 


country by England that caused the 
revolt against the mother country. 


7e are taxed far more heavily today 


by

ocal and state taxation, than England 
sver taxed us; 
pie of the thing, marked by its abso- 
.ute injustice, which caused the revo- 
ution. In the providence of God, the 
nation now took another step toward 
:reedom. 
Inasmuch as the human 


race has not, even after two thousand 
years cf Christ, learned how to get 
freedom along the 
peaceful path, 


much blood was shed during the pro- 
cess, but the step was taken and has 
never been retracted. 
It is a long 


time now since England herself saw 
the hand of Providence in it. 
The 


Declaration of Independence marked 
an era in human advancement. It has 
tind no parallel in history. There was 
nothing in the life of other nations to 


after him, "What are you running 


away for?" 
Ann the man replied, as 


he continued running, "Because I can't 
fly." There are so many cowards in 
the human conflict for righteousness 
that a peculiar distinction of 
every 


leader is that courage which does not 
fail at the time of trial. It has been 
a trait of every leader in this country 
who has heiped it along the various 
steps toward freedom, that 
he has 


been a. man of marked courage. 


Third. 
Another 
characteristic 
of 


leadership necessary for the growth of 
this nation into still greater liberty is 
intelligence. Hers is a great opportu- 
nity for college-bred men and women 
to serve their country. We need the 
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copv It was of necessity an entirely most Intelligent men and women that 
T.BW flBnarriim in thfi h'istorv of r,a. can be found, to enter places of trust 
new departure in the history of na- 
tions, but again the providence of God 
was working in It, and after results 
have proved the presence of the Di- 
vine in our history. 


III. The third step toward greater 


freedom was also marked by blood- 
shed, but out of it God made the 
wrath of man to praise him. The 
civil war, whatever may have been 
other, causes incident to it in the his- 
tory of this republic, marks a step 
towards freedom, not only for our- 
selves, but for the subject race within 
our borders. It is of course always a 
thing to be deplored that human pro- 
gress should so often be marked by 
the shedding of blood; but thus far in 
the history of the world that seems to 
be the accompanying fact in the case. 
Again, as in the case of the revolu- 
tionary war, the product of the civ!! 
war has been a step up higher in hu- 
man freedom.' 
In spite of the fact 


that the negro in some parts of the 
south is disfranchised, 
his human 


freedom in the large and" essential 
matter has been secured and he can 
never again be in any large sense a 
chattel; and the time will come in 
this country when his constitutional 
rights at the ballot box will be as- 
sured to him. 


Social Freedom. 


IV. The fourth great step toward 


freedom is in our own times and it is 
marked by three great struggles of the 
nation toward higher 
liberty, viz., 


first, the struggles for freedom from 
the dominion of mammon; second, the 
struggle for freedom from the domin- 
ion of the saloon; and third, the strug- 
gle for freedom from the dominion of 
traditions, forms, 
man-made creeds 


and doctrines in the church. 


The struggle which is how going on 


for freedom from tne rule of mammon 
takes different forms, all of them hope- 
ful for the future. 
The protest going 


on all over this republic against the 
selfishness of commercial highwaymen. 
the civic struggle for freedom from 
tyranny m the management of city af- 
fairs, the heroic fight which is being 
waged in many places 
against the 


foolish and harmful excess of luxury, 
are all signs of the new step in free- 
dom which is characterizing the pres- 
ent -upheaval in the life of this nation. 


The victories which are being won 


In nearly every state in the union for 
law and order, as against the lawless- 
ness and disorder created by the liquor 
business, is a sign of the other step 
toward freedom which, the nation is 


as a whole and expressed it in many 
of his public addresses. 
He had the 


fullest faith in the rank and file of 
the army at Valley Forge, the farm- 
ers and boys from the country who 
reddened the snow with blood from 
their shoeless, stockingless feet. 
It

people. 
His faith in them never 


wavered. 
All leaders worthy of the 


name believe in the people. 


Loving Men. 


A sixth characteristic of true lead- 


ership is and always must be love for 
men. 
This republic will never take 


further steps toward liberty as great 
as those that have marked its past, 
unless its leaders are genuine lovers 
of their kind. If the foreign element 
that pours in on us like a great 
flood every year is ever assimilated 
into ou- freedom, it will be because 
enough men and women love them 
to teach them the principles of our 
institvitions. 
If the rising genera- 


tion is ever taught the principles of 
free government as we were taught 
by our fathers, it must be because 
enough of the strong and wise and 
unselfish can be found to 
repeat 


what has been done for us. 
Tou 


cannot eliminate this great factor of 
the love of mankind and have any 
leader left. You can take away every 
other quality and leave love in tha 
heart, and still have some strength 
and hope for 
leadership, but you 


cannot take away or leave out of 
leadership the love of man for man- 
kind and have anything else worth 
having. 


And lastly, at the basis of all true 


leadership, there. must be a pro- 
found, passionately religions founda- 
tion. 
In other words, the true lead- 


er must be a true Christian; not a 
nominal Christian, but a real one. 
And by a real Christian I mean one 
who tries to put into practice in 
every department of life the teach- 
ings of Christ, whose creed is sum- 


ilivine presence has been prominent 
in every groat stf-p we have taken. 
We shall r.evor take another forward 
step as large as those which have 
been made unless we have the same 
faith, unless %ve have the same leader- 
ship, inspired by the same divine pas- 
sion.

Hints On the Care of Pigeons. 


In the matter of pigeon culture many 


boys and girls over-do caring for them. 
Pigeons, to do well, should not be handled 
much. If you have but a few pairs they 
may be housed in the warm barn loft or 
provided with a coop such as is bnllt for 
poultry. But their house should be warm 
in winter and secure from, draughts, for 
pigeons are very susceptible to cold. 


Those little toy pigeon structures that 


are perched on the tops of tall poles or on 
the share roofs of barns and out-houses 
are never satisfactory. In the first place 
they are too diminutive for the breeding 
of the birds and in the second place it IB

Impossible to keep them clean, not speak- 
ing of the risk to the feathered occupants 
during the severe cold weather. So bear 
in mind that yonr pigeons mnst have 
large, well-ventilated, scrupulously clean 
houses. Provide tobacco stalks—If possi- 
ble—for them to build their nests from. 
Hay or straw fosters lice. 


Pigeons must hnvo plenty 
ot flying 


room. If they are to he kept In a city or 
toim where flying about as free as the air 
la not permissible there most be a flying 
pen erected for them. This pen may be 
built on tbe plan of a miniature tennis 
coott, being roofed with, close wire net- 
ting the E*me as the aides. About the 
sides of tba pen place a sir-Inch, board, 
abont fonr feet from tho ground, tor the 
pigeons to .roost on and sun themselves. 
Also have.several shallow vessels of wa- 
ter abont tbe pen that tho fowls may 
drink and bathe at will. These vessels 
should be filled twice a day with pure 
Iresh, water. Never allow tha vessels to 


dirty,'- Feed .boies savejtne rood, 
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and should be used always. A famous 
pigeon raiser gives the following dietary 
for pigeons: 


"The best grains and the proper pro- 


portions to feed axe— 


"Wheat, four parts; sifted cracked corn, 


two parts; kafflr corn, two parts; Canada 
peas, two parts; bird millet, one part, 
(every second day). Fine charcoal, two 
parts, (once a week)." 


Once or twice a week throw a handful 


or two of hempseed to the pigeons at 
noon. All other feeding should occur reg- 
ularly at seven o'clock in the morning and 
four o'clock in the afternoon. The quan- 
tity of food per pigeon cannot be given. 
Tou mcst watch their eating and be gov- 
erned that way. There sbould always be 


food enough placed in the feed-boiea to 
supply the meal and leave some for eat- 
ing later in the day. 


Plenty of fine gravel and crushed oyster 


shells 
should 
be sprinkled 
everywhere 


about the flying pens and Inside the feed- 
boxes as well. During the summer months 
some green food may be given to the 
pigeons, such as pepper grass, lettnce 
leaves and perhaps some cabbage leaves. 
Also a bag—cloth sack—of salt should be 
placed Inside a little wooden frame in the 
yard for the birds to pick. If the salt 
sack were opened they might get too much 
ealt at times for their own good, ao it is 
better to let them pick through the coarse 
sock for it In this way they'll get all 
they require.
